Stevenson Hit, 
Spat On After 
UN Day Speech 


Police Arrest Two 
After Disturbance 
In Dallas, Texas 


DALLAS, Tex. (AP) - One 
anti-U.N. demonstrator spat on 
Adlai 
E. 
Stevenson, 
another 
banged him on the head with a 
sign 
and 
about 
100 
milled 
around him in a disorderly pro­ 
test Thursday night. 


The disturbance occurred aft­ 
er a United Nations Day speech 
during which 
Stevenson drew 
two standing ovations from 1,750 
persons jamming the Municipal 
Auditorium in downtown Dallas. 
A front row heckler interrupted 
him at one point. 


Police arrested two men in 
breaking up a crowd gathered 
around a car in which Steven­ 
son, this country’s am bassador 
to the United Nations, left the 
auditorium. 


He appeared startled but un­ 
hurt by the blow on his head. 
Police grabbed a woman carry­ 
ing the sign. 
“ Don’t 
arrest 
her—it could 
have been an accident,” Steven­ 
son said 
Then he asked the 
woman: ‘ What is wrong? Can 
I help you in any w ay? ” 
The woman who later identi­ 
fied herself to reporters as Cora 
Fredrickson of Dallas, snarled 
back: “ If you don’t know what’s 
wrong, 
I 
don’t 
know 
why. 
Everybody else does.” 
Stevenson turned and walked 
away.

47, 
told newsm en she did not intend 
to strike him but som eone jos­ 
tled her arm as she pushed her 
placard c'ose for the am bassa­ 
dor to read.

Rhodes Tells New Yorkers 
Of Ohio's Economic Growth 


NEW YORK (A P )—Shouting 
dem onstrators 
enlivened 
Ohio 
Gov. J am es A. Rhodes’ first out- 
of-state trip for a speech since 
inauguration nine months ago. 
They 
picketed the 
Biltmore 
Hotel where Rhodes told about 
400 m em bers of the Ohio Society 
of New York Thursday night 
about his program for “ total 
econom ic develoom ent” of the 
state to create 200,000 jobs. 
Dem onstrators demanded that 
Rhodes block extradition from 
Cleveland of Mrs. Willie Mae 
Mallory, a Negro charged with 
helping kidnap a white couple 


two years ago during a racial 
incident in Monroe, N.C. 
Mrs. Mallory, a Harlem resi­ 
dent, w as arrested after fleeing 
to Ohio. 
“ I have been informed that 
the case of Mae Mallory has 
been appealed to the Supreme 
Court of the 
United 
States,” 
Rhodes said. 
“ I have the utmost confidence 
and faith in the Supreme Court, 
which has been m ost zealous 
and solitious in the protection of 
the civil rights of all people.”

I. White, inaugurated today as 
the sixth president of Kent State 
University, said in his inaugural 
address that the university “ con­ 
fronts many growing challenges 
and responsibilities.” 


Among 
them, 
he 
said, 
are 
“ startling surges in numbers of 
young people to com e and three 
so-called exDlosions, nam ely, in 
urban problems, in the growth 
of knowledge and in the need 
for international education.” 
Representatives 
of 
300 U.S. 
and foreign colleges and univer­ 
sities were on hand for the in­ 
augural cerem onies. Dr. White, 
54, becam e president of Kent 
State 
J uly 
1, 
succeeding 
Dr. 
George A. Bowman, who retired 
after serving as president of the 
university for 19 years. 
“ Created in American society 
as one of those guarantees of 
social mobility without which a 
dem ocracy 
cannot 
exist, 
the 
American 
state 
university 
is 
noval to the world,” Dr. White 


said. “ The service, the hopes, 
the fate of the whole common­ 
wealth are its domain. 


“ We know that, to help Ohio 
hold its place and to serve our 
nation, 
our 
enrollm ent 
will 
change dram atically both in size 
and in character — if facilities 
are provided. The new commu­ 
nity colleges allied with our own 
academ ic centers will but dim ­ 
inish rather than dam the num- 
ers.” 


Dr. White said that coupled 
with the increased offering of 
advanced and graduate study, 
the com munity colleges “ will aid 
in a significant change under 
which many more of our stud­ 
ents will be upperclass and grad­ 
uate students. This changing pat­ 
tern of enrollment and the per­ 
sisting gain in the skill of our 
entering students will continue 
the academ ic deepending of the 
cam ous atm osnhere, a develop­

William Lieder, 
Son, Bill, 16, 
Die In Tragedy 


Authorities Say 
Murder, Suicide 
Followed Quarrels 


A 
fam ily 
quarrel 
of 
long 
standing is believed to have 
been ai the root of a double 
shooting which brought sudden 
death to a father and his son 
here Thursday night at 8:30. 


Bill 
Lieder, 
16, 
reportedly 
furious over the physical cruelty 
inflicted on him by his father, 
William F. Lieder, fired a deer 
rifle bullet through the chest 
of the 37-year-old m an, 
then 
took his own life with the sam e 
weapon at their hom e at 1013 
Libertv St. E xt., just w est of 
the Salem corporation lim its. 


Lay In Wait on Steps 
Deputy Sheriff J am es Gause 
reported that young Lieder lay 
in wait for his father and m o­ 
ther to return home from visit­ 
ing his grandmother, Mrs. Allie 
Stewart, 
a 
patient 
at Salem 
Central Clinic. 
Billy held his vigil on the top 
step of the outside 
flight of 
stairs leading to the apartm ent 
home. When his father reached 
the second step, Bill stood up, 
aim ed a Springfield .06, 30-cali­ 
ber, rifle. He pulled the trigger, 
and the bullet struck the fattier 
in the chest near the heart, the 
deputy said. 
Lieder continued toward his 
son, but about halfway up the 
flight 
collapsed. 
The 
father 
yelled to his wife, Eldora, to 
run for a doctor. M rs, Lieder 
raced to use the phone of Lied­ 
er’s mother, Mrs. Fred Lieder, 
who lives in a home in front. 
Billy, meanwhile, 
had 
gone 
into the kitchen but w as stand­ 
ing on the landing again when 
the mother returned from call­ 
ing an ambulance. Gause re­ 
ported that the boy said “ Well, 
I’ve shot m y — 
father!” Then 
he ran into the kitchen next to 
the stairs and fired another bul­ 
let from the sam e rifle into his 
head. 


Almost decapitated by the po­ 
werful blast, he crumpled to the 
floor. The rifle was still tightly 
grasped in his hands when the 
body was discovered by Deputy 
Gause and Lt. Robert Kirchges- 
sner of the Salem police depart­ 
ment. 


Long-Standing Quarrel 
The family tragedy w as the 
apparent culmination of a grow­ 
ing bitterness and hatred of the 
son, a junior at Salem Senior 
High School, for his father, po­ 
lice said. An official source said 
the youth had vowed to his m o­ 
ther the night before the shoot­ 
ing he would kill his father. 
On Aug. 13, Mrs. Lieder, m o­ 
ther 
of 
three 
other 
younger 
children, all girls filed charges 
against her husband, declaring 
he “ abused young Bill by grab­ 
bing him about the neck; throw­ 
ing him out of bed and kicking 
him .” This is on record at ju­ 
venile court in Lisbon.

Take Precautions At Halloween Time

If you want a safe and sane 
Halloween for your children, 
discourage them from trick-or- 
treating in masks. If the mask 
should 
s l i p 
o v e r 
t he 
child’s e y e s 
when he is ex­ 
cited and run­ 
ning it might 
cause a 
b ad 
fall. Use grea 
se 
paint in­ 
stead. 
Ghosts and 
witches dress­ 
ed 
in white 
are easier for 
motorists to see than those in 
dark or b lack costumes. Better 
still, cut out large stars, cres­ 
cent moons, or skulls and cross- 
b ones from reflector tape and 
fasten them securely on t h e 
costume It is a good idea to 
use similar decorations on the 
trick-or-treat b ag. 


COSTUMES SHOULD fit tigh­ 
tly enough that they will not 
catch or. fences or other ob jects 
and cause a fall. Long dresses 
or rob es that a child could trip 
over are also to b e avoided. 
If a Halloween party is b eing 
held inooors you should closely 
supervise any games or activi­ 
ties that require the use of light­ 
ed candles And, while you’re 
ab out it, flameproof all c o s t- 
umes and decorations b y dip­ 
ping them in a mixture of 3 
quarts of water, 7 ounces of 


acid powder. 
You yourself should b e es­ 
pecially careful when driving in 
residential sections on Hallow­ 
een. Children are unpredictab le 
and don’t always ob ey the rules 
they’ve b een taught, so y o u 
can’t afford to take any chanc­ 
es. 
If you are a homeowner you 
can help to eliminate haards 
b y keeping your outdoor lights 
on. This will make it less likely 
that a child will trip or fall ov­ 
er steps, shrub s, b ird b aths or 
other ob jects. Keep your dog in­ 
side. 
A minor hazard and one that 
will prob ab ly b e hardest to con­ 
trol is that a child who finds 
himself suddenly swamped with 
fruit, popcorn and candy will 
eat too much. But an u ps e t 
stomach is not so serious, and 
it may teach him a lesson he 
will have to learn for himself 
anyway. 
Q—Mv 6-year-old daughter is 
losing all her hair. Could this 
b e due to a fever of 103 she 
had with a recent cold? 
A—Your daughter 
c o u l d 
lose all her hair temporarily af 
ter a fever of 104 or 105 which 
persisted for eight to 10 days 
This is hardly likely with a cold 
even though severe. Too much 
vitamin A in the diet has b een 
known to cause loss of hair b ut 
this is associated with o t h e r 
signs and symptoms of acute 
illness In any case, the child’s 
hair is almost sure to grow

o f the wo rthy pro gram, will co ntinue its 
interest.

o ther that garriso n-state life generates. 


!♦ co uld sidestep so me o f the co rrup­ 
tio n that go es when militarism settles 
do wn to o lo ng in o ne place and learns 
“ to liv e o ff the land.” 
If the West Germans, the Euro pean 
Allies, the Ko reans and o thers can be 
assured o f “ instant aid” v ia airlift, the 
need fo r garriso n states and many o f the 
ev ils thereo f can be remo v ed.

Martin introduced a bill (H.R. 
333) wh ich , among oth er th ings, 
would make it illegal for a un­ 
ion to bargaii with , or sign up, 
an entire industry , and would 
nut unions under th e anti-trust 
laws. 


WHEN 
MARTIN th rew h is 
roposed statute into th e h op­ 
per, h e asserted: 
Jimm y Hoffa h as stated th at 
h e intends to h ave all teaster 
contracts end on a common 
date beginning in 1964. Do y ou 
realize th e power wh ich would 
be vested in th e h ands of th is 
one man? He could tie up th e 
economy of th is country with in 
a m atter of h curs. Metropolitan 
areas would be with out perish ­ 
able 
foodstuffs. . . 
He 
could 
bring every city in th is country 
to 
its 
knees 
a t h is 
com­ 
mand. . . .” 
M artin’s 
bill 
wouldn’t 
ban 
strikes but it would perm it only 
th e locals to call stoppages. It 
would take such power from th e 
national unions and it would 
proh ibit two unions from con­ 
ferring with one anoth er on th e 
settlem ent of r wage dispute. 


IT ALSO WOULD put unions 
under th e Sh °rrnan antitrust law 
wh enever th eir objectives were 
to interfere with production; to 


restrict th e number of employ es 
entering a 
trade; 
to 
control 
prices or to impose feath erbed­ 
ding 
practices 
such 
as 
th e 
needed employ ment of unneed­ 
ed persons or pay ment for serv­ 
ices not perfcim ed or needed. 
Unions also would be proh ib­ 
ited from restricting th e use of 
any 
m aterials, 
eq uipment 
or 
m ach inery —wh ich would mean 
th ey could not prevent th e in­ 
troduction of automation. 
In all, th ere are 12 sections 
to th e bill — all as stringent 
and outspoker as th e parts I’ve 
described. Th is bill was lost in 
th e sh uffle of th e House of Rep­ 
resentatives’ Judiciary Commit­ 
tee until Martin was aroused 
again. Also, 
th e Ch amber of 
Commerce endorsed it. 
Finally a few weeks ago. even 
th e consistently liberal veteran 
congressman, 
Emanuel Cellar 
acted. He assigned th e bill to 
th e Judioiary s’ anti-trust sub­ 
comm ittee No 
5. Rep. M artin 
h opes to h ave it up for a h ear­ 
ing early in 1964 — just about 
th e time Hoffa starts th e final 
push for th e m aster contract 
covering all cver-th e-road h aul­ 
age of freigh t. 


THERE WIl L BE an outcry . 
But Bill No 
333 will not be 
all. It too will be a cataly st. 
Th ere are a* least 10 tough la­ 


bor-curbing bills in Congress. 
Th ey ’ll be activated. And by th e 
powerh ouses, too. 
Sen. McClellan, a fire breath ­ 
er wh en h e gets started, h as 
two bills. One would put trans­ 
portation unions under th e anti­ 
trust laws wh ich originally were 
passed to prevent conspiracies 
in restraint of trade.

NEW TILLAGE METHODS 
ma y help co nserve the so il and 
wa ter o n Ohio ’s cro pland, ac­ 
co rding to researcher Dr. Berl- 
ie Schmidt, so il and water co n­ 
servatio n specialist fo r the Oh­ 
io Co o perative Extensio n Serv­ 
ice and the Ohio Agricu ltu ral 
Experiment Statio n. Ju st ho w 
mu ch can be saved is the su b­ 
ject o f an intensive research 
pro ject being carried o n by a 
tea m o f Statio n scientists. 
In o ne phase o f the stu dy, the 


researchers laid o u t plo ts o n a 
six per cent slo pe. Existing o r- 
chardgrass so d had been killed 
with chemical sprays. The dead 
so d was left intact o n s o m e 
plo ts, while remo ved fro m o th­ 
ers leaving a smo o th, bare su r­ 
face. A third set o f plo ts go t 
no rmal tillage. This co nsisted o f 
plo wing and several diskings 
and harro wings. 
The plo ts are already sho wing 
interesting resu lts. Fo r exam­ 
ple, says Dr. Schmidt, du ring a 
1-inch rain in May o f this year, 
the tilled and bare-scalped plo ts 
lo st ao o u t 0.3 inch as ru no ff.

Plots covered with the dea d sod 
lost only one-tenth a s much run­ 
off wa ter a nd only 0.01 tons of 
soil per a cre. 
The resea rch tea m a lso ga th­ 
ered da ta on moisture content 
a t va rious depths under the dif­ 
ferent plots. This wa s done with 
a ra dioa ctive moisture probe. 
Further informa tion is collected 
on the soil tempera ture in the 
top six inches of ea ch plot. 
These mea surements will show 
how much wa ter enters the soil 
under ea ch trea tment a nd is sa ­ 
ved for crop u$e, a nd a lso how 
much is lost through runoff a nd 
eva pora tion. 
Most minimum tilla ge meth­ 
ods lea ve the soil fa irly rough 
with la rger soil pa rticles a nd 
pores in the surfa ce la y er. Since 
it is coa rse a nd not overworked, 
it is a ble to resist the compa ct- 


ing forces of ra infa ll. More 
ra infa ll enters the soil a nd thus 
becomes a va ila ble to crops ra ­ 
ther tha n being lost with soil in 
the form of runoff.

The following parks are open 
to the hunting of waterfowl, 
woodcock, Wilson’s snipe, gall- 
mule and rails after October 15: 
East Harbor, Ottawa; Mt. Gil­ 
ead, Morrow; Lake White, Pike; 
Kiser Lake, Champaign; Inde­ 
pendence Dam, Defiance; Gui1- 
ford, Columbiana, and Madist I 
Lake, Madison. 
It is unlawful to hunt on all 
other state park lands. In ev ery 
case, check with the state park 
manager if there is any un­ 
certainty about the regulations 
or if t.iere is a portion of the 
area ex cepted from the junting 
priv ilege. 
Trapping is permitted on any 
park area in the state ex cept 
John Bry an State Park, Greene 
County . 
“ Hunters using state park 
lands are urged to use ex treme i 
caution in practicing hunter sa­ 
fety and also fire prev ention, ' 
especially during the current 
dry SD eli,” say s Flickinger. 
i 
DUCK H U N T E R S should i 
check the water lev els in mar- i 
shes this y ear before they go 
out, at least in the Lake Erie 
area.” This is the word from \ 
Walter McGilliard, district game , 
management superv isor for the 
Ohio Div ision of Wildlife. 
“Due to extremely low water 
levels tnere is not enough wa­ 
ter to flood marshes in certain 
localities, 
and some hunters 
will be disappointed when they 
find little or no water.” 
SHOTGUNS AND LONG bows 
and arrows only may be used in 
park hunting. The use of rifles 
is prohibited at all times. 
Hunting may be done at the 
following state park s: Beaver 
creek , 
Columbiana 
County; 
Bark camp, Belmont; Buck eye 
Lak e, Lick ing, Perry and Fair­ 
field; Crane Creek Beach, Ot­ 
tawa. by special wildlife per­ 
mit; Indian Lak e, Logan; Kel­ 
leys Island, Erie; Lak e Lor- 
amie (exception), Shelby; Grand 
Lak e St. Marys (exception), 
Auglaie and Mercer; Strouds 
Run, Athens, and Dillon Res­ 
ervoir, Musk ingum and Lick ing. 


A WILDLIFE COUNCIL pro­ 
posal that the Ohio Division of 
Park s and Recreation open an 
area in one state park to up­ 
land game hunting this year 
will be discussed at a public 
hearing in Columbus, Nov. 1, at 
9:30 a.m., in the Ohio Depart­ 
ment’s building. The area in­ 
cludes 500 acres in 3,554; acre 
Hueston Woods, Butler and Pre­ 
ble Counties. There never has 
been any legal hunting in Hues­ 
ton Woods. 
As in the past, the public 
hearing affords an opportunity 
to everyone to offer comments 
concerning proposals according 
to their individual views, says 
V. W. Flick inger, division act­ 
ing chief. He also noted that 
revisions in the fee schedule for 
public use of state park dock s, 
ramps, boat liveries, camping 
and other special service per­ 
mits also will be discussed. 
Hunting is now permitted in 
¡36 state park s, subject to spec­ 
ial regulations in some cases 
land to the Division of Wildlife 
¡regulations in all cases. Total 
larea of park land open to hunt­ 
ing is almost 70.000 acres.
